Living Within Its Income 


TT i« an encouraging fact coming from Secretary of the Treas- 
1 urv Houston that the Government's ordinary disbursements 
BO longer exceed its ordinary receipts. The fiscal year ending 
June SO last shows a revenue deficit of about $71,900,000, but 
if an unexpended balance with the War Finance Corporation, 
be left out of the expenditures there results a revenue surplus ot' 
over S291.000.000. The Government is at least living within | 
its income, and for the first time since it entered the World War 
over three years ago. 


A.S the Secretary especially emphasizes the further tact 


that the Nation's gross debt in the same time has been rocluccd 
from the top figure of $2(3,596,701,640 to $24,299,321,467, it is 
to be inferred that the Treasury's debt operations have been in- 
cluded in the ordinary revenue operations resulting in a surplus 
as above noted. Otherwise, where did the money come irom to 
reduce the debt by $2,250,000,000 within the fiscal year? 


But the fact remains that the Government's expenditures 


are falling from a war basis very slowly. They were down last 
fiscal year only to $6,766,000,000, which is still almost ten times 
what they were before we went into the war. 
During the first 


year following the close of the Civil-War the Government \s ex- 


• penses were reduced more than one-halt' and in the next year 
by three-fourths for the two years.
